Iiffect on Heal Estate. 

The anti-prehibitionists point to the 
fact that 30 store rooms and wWwate- 
houses would be made vacant; would 
probably remain vacant for some time 
and certainly could not be rented for 
any other business at so high a figure. 
he prohibitionists admit the high rental 
but say the deficit would be made Up 
by increased rental from other business 
houses. They say buildings next to bar- 
rooms and sometimes all those in the 
same block with a barroom, are not 
as desirable as they would be without 
the barrooms, 

It {is openly charged that the manage- 
ment of some oOf the big stee! plants 
have agreed to keep on hand and furnish 
liyuors to their men even should prohi- 
bition go into effect, fearing that other- 
wise labor would leave tiem and fur- 
ther increase the present shortage. 

The story of an experience of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Company with 
seven imported taborers will Serve to 
explain why many steel people are deep- 
ly concerned at the present vigorous 
agitation for prohibition. This company 
brought over from Germany seven la- 
torers for their steel plant. The cost 
of these importations, including trans- 
portation and the bonus put up, was 
$7,000, On the first Sunday after the 
said seven immigrants had arrived in 
Birmingham, they were enjoying a con- 
tinental Sunday. As they sat on the 
front veranda of one member's house, 
a deputy sheriff passed by and warning- 
ly waved a pair of handcutts at. the 
group. There was such a clatter of ex- 
clamations and imprecations as to star- 
tle even a deputy sheriff. The next day 
the laborers left for more congenial] 
climes. 

Influence as to Negro Dives. 


The citizens of Birmingham have be- 
come outraged and indignant at the 
continued existence of innumerable 
low negro dives, which have long been 
the hotbeds of crime. It seemes that 
all efforts to wipe them out have been 
unsuccessful, since it was to tne ad- 
vantage of certain Uquor houses that 
they should be maintained. Atlantans 


hardly need ty be told of the conditions 


that exist in these dives, since Atlanta 
had oceasion to note the'evil influ- 


! ences of *such places following’ the 


| riots of September a year ago.

of Birmingham, made the charge in 
a public speech in the city of Ensley a 
few nights ago that these laws were 
being flagrantly violated by the big in- 
dustrial companies—ignored by the 
very ones who had appealed for their 
enactment. He charged that blind ti- 
gers were being conducted with the 
knowledge and approval of the manage- 
ment of the big steel and iron com- 
panies. ; 

Another argument advanced in some 
quarters is that prohibition will drive 
away labor. Stil] others claim that the 
Sale of whisky causes demoralization 
of the labor and loss of time from work. 
In other words, with prohibition they 
cannot keep labor, and with whisky 
being freely sold, they cannot keep 
laborers sober. 

In 1898, during the big miners’ strike, 
Which was settled through the efforts 
at arbitration of Judge George Gray, 
of Delaware, the miners were seeking 
two pay days a month. The operators 
objected that two pay days would mean 
two drunks instead of one. The mine 
operators then charged whisky with 
making the men lose from one day to 
a week after every pay day. Their 
present position thus appears to be 
somewhat inconsistent. 

An interesting feature of the prohibi- 
tion situation is that the city of Gi- 
rard, Ala.. ‘hich is jjust across the 
river from Columbus, Ga., would have 
gone dry when the Georgia state pro- 
hibition law went into effect, regard- 
less of the vote on that county. This 
Was settled by a bill adopted by the 
last Alabama legislature. 

Another interesting fact is that on 
the very day the new dispensary law 
went into effect. in Tuscaloosa county, 
the county went dry by 400 majority. 
The new prohibition law will take ef- 
fect January |. 

In Mobile, Ala., barroams now remain 
open all the time, Sundav ineluded.

The newspapers of Birmingham are 
Sharply divided on the question. The

The Birmingham News and the Birm- 
ingham Ledger are supporting the pro- 
hibition side. Editor Rufus N, Rhodes

August 13, last. When the petition, 
calling an election, was filed three 
weeks later, The Ledger also announced 
its unqualified support af prohibition. 
Causes of Prohibition Movement, 

kii P. Smith, managing editor of The 
News, in discussing the inception of the 
present fight, said: 

“The prohibition movemen was ihe 
culmination of a long conti con- 
test with the gamblers and HNquor men 
who sought to control the governmental 
affairs of Jefferson: county. We first 
tried high license. Last August Mayor 
George Ward was elected on a plat- 


form favoring a license of $2,500 and' 


Segregation of the saloons. The ma- 
jority of the council opposed the mayor. 
It was impossible to put those reforms 
into effect. The people then determin- 
ed to try prohibition: Council became 
alarmed and last month passed an or- 
dinance fixing the license of down-town 
saloons, which were comparatively de- 
cent and under good police control, at 
$3,200 a year. Outlying saloons were 
to pay a license ofr only $1,600. The 
people laughed at this attempt to stem 
the tide. Moreover it was shown the 
ordinance caused discrimination and 
was unconstitutional. We called a 
prohibition election and we are going 
to PRveep the county. Conservatt¥ve. 
prohibitionists estimate the masority 
at from 2,000 to 4,000 and others claim 
it will go twice as high. ‘The county 
outside of ‘Birmignham will be ove?- 
whelmingly for prohibition. In the city 
it will be nip and tuck.”
